ACE member Bill Finn sent in an e-mail noting that he planned on checking for the 
Anarchist I'M clandestine during the Republican convention. Bill apparently failed to 
rmd anything, and I noticed no press coverage of the station. Thus, it appears that there 
was a no-show here, despite Mobilization Radio's track record or previous transmissions 
during demonstrations in Seattle and Washington, DC. Despite this non-action, the 
http://www.ainfus.ca/ is worth remembering for any future prospective broadcasts.

There may have been no station in Philadelphia, but Martin Schoech forwards news that 
German officials raided a FM clandestine in Forst, located near the German border with 
Poland. The station allegedly was broadcasting shows in support of an "anti-fascist 
border camp." Martin was a little sparse on details in English, but a web site has more 
details at http://www.nadir.orR/camp/indei.dc.htm on the internet. This station 
apparently has links to leftist organizations, since Martin notes that the www.nadir.org 
server also has a web site for the ELN Colombian clandestine Radio Pairia Libre. I had a 
little trouble precisely translating Martin's good German with my meager German skills, 
so I hope that 1 am not butchering Martin's report. But, it does appear that the leftist 
clandestine was interfering with at least one transmitter of the SFB4 German network on 



94.4 MHz. As you may know, the European FM band spacing is somewhat different that 
it is in North America. 

The station was operating in association with "campOO" that ran between July 29 and 
August 6 in Forst/Brandcnburg in Germany. You were invited, even if you did not go, 
and you can check out the invitation text on the internet ut 
hllp://www.nadir.org/camp/20()0/07/02/845.html in English. They also have a page of 
pictures so that you can see what you missed, although I saw no references to the 
clandestine broadcaster on this web site. 

RADIO BOB AND ALAN MAXWELL ON CHIAPAS CLANDESTINES 

If you arc a regular listener to Glenn I lauscr's World of Radio, or if you have already read 
the August 3 edition of Glenn's DX Listening Digest on the web, you already know that 
both Radio Dob of RBCN and Alan Maxwell or KIPM provided both pirate and 
clandestine commentary on La Voz de la Zapatista. As we know from several previous 
Clandestine Profile columns, from time to time this internet program service for Chiapas, 
Mexico has been showing up on the pirate bands as a clandestine station relay. 

Radio Bob checked in with Glenn to note that Zapatista programming has not been 
relayed via North American pirate KIPM. Furthermore, Alan Maxwell of KIPM 
confirmed that these transmissions have been coming from someplace other than him. 
Maxwell notes that Post Office Box 24, Lula, Georgia 30554 remains a valid maildrop 
for KIPM, but he docs not intend to QSL any Zapatista reports that did not emanate from 

this KIPM/Zapaiisla rumor, later checked in to the August 7 DX Listening^Digcst to note 
that although KIPM programming ran back to back with La Voz de la Zapatista on 13910 
kHz between 2112-2340 UTC on June 3, with a hair hour Chiapas transmission 
sandwiched between two different KIPM broadcasts, Charlie has no way to tell if the 
shows really came from the same transmitter. Charlie notes the well-known fact that 
KIPM is an excellent verifier via Lula. 

SAM VORON IN SOMALIA 

Well-known veteran DXcr Chuck Rippcl of Virginia checks in to forward an item from 
Hans Johnson in the August 19 Cumbre DX special edition #308.1. Voron, the force 
behind Radio Free Bougninville, notes the observed schedules of a variety of shortwave 
outlets in Somalia. Sam says that the regular Radio Mogadishu is on 6750 kHz from 
0400-0500, 0900-1 100. and 1500-1900 UTC, with Somali language programming and no 
English. Sam says that the station is somewhat intermittent, and is not on the air daily. It 
should not be confused with the clandestine Radio Mogadishu on 6790 kHz that Sam 
heard signing on at 1500 UTC. Unfortunately we might have a shot at the former Radio 
Mogadishu, but the latter certainly is not beaming its shows to North America at 1500 
UTC on this band.

RADIO WORLD COLUMNIST GOES LPAM! Alan R. Peterson has gone 
Low Power AM with LPB, Inc.'s AM-2000 in his neighborhood! 




To be sure, there has been some confusion over lengths 
regarding LPAM antennas & ground leads; the rules state the 
combo of both should not exceed 3 meters, about 10 feet. 
Hey, FCC, send the metrics back overseas, this is the 
U.S.A. and we use Standard Measurement here! Nonetheless, 
some folks tried to get away from ground wires by mounting 
units atop towers or poles for greater distance. 

In a letter from the FCC's John A. Reed in reply to Robert 
Ladd, owner of WNRR(FM) of Bellevue, OH (Radio World, Aug. 
8 issue), the FCC counts the ELECTRICAL length of the 
antenna, especially if a loading coil is used AND the 
ground, if the unit is grounded to a pole or tower. They 
want to ensure operation will go no farther than 250 feet. 
From what I understand, this only counts if the unit is 
actually grounded to the supporting structure. So don't 
ground your AM transmitter to that 60 foot tower! No 
ground radials, either.... 

It seems as if the LPFM proposal and related political 
bull-jive will keep things locked up for quite some time. 
So it seems as if LPAM may be the new avenue to explore. 
During the day locally, there are a few spots open, but at 
night, the signals pop out of the DX. As I mentioned 'way 
back, I began my radio hobby with AM DXing and still enjoy 
it from time to time. Since the world above 1610 is filled 
up and stations having to vacate the "lower dial" in the 
coming years, there may be some holes to fill in with 
LPAMers! 

One of the few dudes I know that's been on AM for any 
length of time is The Dude of AM600, a Carrier Current AM 
station. The Dude has had several AM and FM stations over 
the years, even donating a Part 15 AM transmitter to me for 
usage. Unfortunately, with my busy schedule, I've not been 
able to put it to full-time use yet, but it's there, 
waiting! The Dude recently sent me details & schematic for 
a cheap, reliable phone patch one can build from 
Radio Shack or other parts. Basically, it's a half-patch, 
which retrieves audio from the phone line only; the jock 
has to use the telephone handset to get his/her voice in 
the mix also. But, from what The Dude tells me, it works 
great!
